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Variegated  Ivy 

Since  being  introduced  several  years  ago,  this  desir¬ 
able  Ivy  has  become  more  popular  each  year.  A  well 
made-up  plant  is  most  beautiful,  and  given  a  little  more 
care  than  the  average  type  of  Ivy,  it  will  thrive  most 
satisfactorily. 

The  large  leaves  are  bright  green  at  the  center  with 
an  irregular  band  of  white  around  the  edge.  It  is  most 
useful  both  has  an  individual  vining  plant  for  house  decora¬ 
tion  and  when  used  in  make-up  work  in  plant  combina¬ 
tions.
